3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
prior art fails to show a device for determining the angular position over 360 
degree with two probes wherein a device for adding the currents from the two 
probes, which consists of the connection of two wires carrying the output signals 
from the probes and giving an output current signal not having the same value 
twice over 360 degree such that the range of variation of the output current from 
the first probe is greater than the range of variation of the output current from 
the second probe. Because none of the prior art teaches or suggests these 
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features taken together with the other limitations of the claims renders the 
claims allowable over the prior art.
